Troops, Planes On Watch 
As 300 March On 2nd Leg 


MOSCOW (UPI)—The Soviet 
Union’s two newest cosmonauts 
said 
today their Voskhod 
II 
space ship came within less 
than a mile of another man­ 
made earth satellite. 


The sighting was disclosed by 
cosmonauts Alexei Leonov and 
Pavel Belyayev in an interview 
with the official Soviet news 
agency Tass. 


Belyayev told a news confer­ 
ence 
at 
the 
Baikonur 
space 
base, 
from 
which 
the Vosk­ 
hod II was launched, that they 
saw the satellite about one kil­ 
ometer or .62 miles from their 
path 
during 
the 
flight 
last 
week. 


He said they “ cried with sur­ 
prise” when they sighted the 
“ man - made satellite of the 
earth.” 
It 
was not 
reported 
whether the satellite was Rus­ 
sian or American. 


Belyayev also said that he 


brought his space ship to earth 
with manual controls—the first
